2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: For reasons 
consistent with that noted by applicants in their response, the instant claims are neither 
taught nor suggested by the prior art. The prior art fails to teach of suggest the required 
properties (regarding silicone extractables and volatile compounds) found in the claimed 
composition. In addition, the Examiner is not able to make a case that these properties 
are necessarily present in any prior art release liner (i.e. that they are inherently present 
in the prior art). The closest prior art is believed to be the Eckberg et al. references of 
record. Applicants have shown that these liners do not meet the claimed requirements. 
Particularly noteworthy is the fact that the radiation curable silicone release coating in 
Eckberg et al., after devolatilization, has a considerably higher solids content than that 
claimed. In addition, the radiation curable silicone release coating used in the compara- 
tive examples is even closer to that claimed than those in Eckberg et al. (as shown by 
material data sheet provided). During the interview of 5/13/09 and in the response of 
6/3/09, applicants have addressed the Examiner's concerns noted in the rejection of 
2/2/09. As such the instant claims are in condition for allowance.
